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WANTED: VIEWS ON THE FUTURE OF 
DISTRICT ELECTIONS 

A ten-week consultation has been launched to ask how 
often elections should be held to appoint councillors to 
South Cambridgeshire District Council. 

Local residents, businesses and other organisations are 
being asked whether there should be a move to 'all-out' 
elections of the whole Council once every four years, or 
preservation of the current 'by thirds' system of electing 
one-third of Council seats each year for three successive 
years out of four. 

The change is being considered ahead of a scheduled 
boundary review later this year by the Local Government 
Boundary Commission for England (LGBCE). The review 
will see wards - the geographical area councillors cover- 
adjusted to ensure that all district councillors represent 
approximately the same number of electors. 

As part of the review, LGBCE will consider how many 
councillors are needed to effectively represent South 
Cambridgeshire residents. If the Council continues to elect 
'by thirds', the Commission will look to introduce three- 
councillor wards across the district. An 'all-out' election 
cycle - which would begin in 2018 at the earliest - would 
see a mixed ward pattern, favouring single-councillor 
wards where possible. 

Currently, 57 councillors serve four-year terms 
representing 34 wards across South Cambridgeshire. 
Depending on their size, some wards have one councillor 
while others have two or three, meaning that some 
residents are eligible to vote in district council elections 
more frequently than others. 

ClIrSue Ellington, Chair of South Cambridgeshire District 
Council's Civic Affairs Committee, said; 'There are pros 
and cons to both options for running our elections in the 
future. We'd like as many residents, partners and other 
organisations as possible to give us their views, and all 
feedback will be considered ahead of a vote on the 
matter by all Councillors later this year."

Well, summer's here at last and last Saturday I had a great 
time at the Bar Hill Village Fete. You sure know how to 
throw a partyl Thank you to Bar Hill Parish Council and the 
Village Fete Committee for your hard work. 

The latest information on the Central Library is that the 
decision to proceed with the partnership project with 
Kora has been rescinded. Work will now concentrate on 
identifying alternative options for increasing income at the 
central library and across the library service as a whole. 
There will be motions to Council in July which request 
investigation of what happened and the iessonsto be 
learned. 

During July the County Council supported 'Scam 
Awareness Month' an initiative coordinated by the 
Citizens Advice Bureau. The campaign aims to raise 
awareness of scams and prevent residents from becoming 
victims. This year the theme is 'Don't be Rushed, Don't be 
Hushed' and encourages people not to be rushed into 
taking decisions they will later regret and not to be 
silenced by a sense of shame or weary acceptance if they 
do become victims. Although scammers tend to target the 
elderly, others can be taken in, too. Advice is available 
from: Consumer Advice Helpline, 03454 040506. 

The Police & Crime Commissioner visited Bar Hill this 
month to give residents a chance to meet him and offer 
their views. I spoke to him about the 101 telephone 
service as there have been complaints about the speed of 
answering. He told me that there is now a 'queue-busting' 
function which gives the opportunity to callers to leave 
their contact details for a call back instead of waiting on 
line.

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- COUNCILLOR NOTES I - CHURCH MATTERS - 


Ftmcliug agreement for Nortlistowe 
A draft agreement that could see investment in 
community facilities at the new town of Northstowe top 
£100 million has been backed by leading South 
Cambridgeshire councillors. 

The developer agreement tabled by the Homes and 
Communities Agency (HCA) would see millions of pounds 
invested to deliver facilities, including the town centre, 
two primary schools and over £10 million towards the 
secondary school being built alongside the first homes at 
Northstowe. 

Planning permission has already been given for 
Gallagher's first 1500 homes, primary school, sports hub 
and local centre with shops. Work is underway ahead of 
homes being built in phase one which will also see 
improvement to the B1050. 

Councillors consider plans for shared services. 

Three neighbouring councils will consider detailed plans 
to share IT, legal and building control services in a bid to 
make them more resilient while saving taxpayers over 
£1.1 million a year. 

Business cases published early June detail how the 
services at Huntingdonshire District, South 
Cambridgeshire District and Cambridge City Councils 
could operate with single management from October this 
year. At present around £5 million is currently spent by 
the three councils on IT, with a further half a million on 
building control and £1.4 million on legal. 

Reports for the shared service plans detail how the 
changes will save over £1.1 million a year in 2015&-17 
onwards as the councils can share expertise, capacity and 
systems to improve the resilience of relatively small in- 
house teams and reduce the need for work to be done 
externally by suppliers, contractors and specialise external 
legal advisors. Subject to approval by councillors, the 
shared teams will be in place in October 2015. 

Council tax and business rates: collection dates 
The government has recently published the tax collection 
results for the 325 billing authorities in England. The 
District Council collected 99.3% of the council tax due in 
the year, which ranks as the 5th best in the country, 
Wokingham came top with 99.5%. 

For Business Rates the Council collected 99.4% of the tax 
due, which is the 20th best in England. Canterbury came 
top with 100%, who in cash terms collected more than 
was due!

ACTION FRAUD: ROYAL MAIL E-MAIL SCAM 
A scam e-mail is currently being sent to victims 
fraudulently, claiming to be from the Royal Mail. 

Attached to the email is the CryptoLocker virus. 

The victim receives an e-mail, purporting to be from Royal 
Mail, stating that they are holding a parcel/letter. The 
victim is required to contact the Royal Mail to arrange for 
the item to be resent/collected. By following the 
instructions within the e-mail the CryptoLocker virus is 
downloaded to the victim's computer. This virus encrypts 
files on the system and requests a ransom be paid in order 
for the files to be decrypted. The ransomware states that 
the cost of decrypting the files will increase the longer the 
fine is outstanding. 

Protect yourself: . . ..... 

• Look at who the email is addressed to. Is it generic or 
specifically addressed? 

• Look at the quality of the images included on the email. 
Are they of sufficient high quality that they could come 
from Royal Mail? 

• Do not open attachments from unsolicited emails 
regardless of who they are from. 

• Do not click on the link supplied. Instead, go to the 
relevant website and log in from there. 

• Check the address of any email received to see if it 
appears legitimate.

ACTION FRAUD: FAKE DESIGNER GOODS ALERT 
People looking for a cheap designer bargain online are being targeted 
by fraudsters advertising fake designer goods. The items received are 
usually cheap and inferior counterfeits of handbags, clothes and 
sunglasses amongst other things. 

The general rule is 'if it looks too good to be true then It probably is.' 
Designer products sold at heavily discounted prices are an immediate 
sign that something isn't quite right. 

What can you do to protect yourself? 

• Where possible, buy from well-known. High Street retailers. If 
you've never heard of a firm, or it is based overseas, be sceptical. 

• Avoid paying by cheque or bank transfer. Use PayPal or a credit card 
as they will give you additional protection. 

• Search the internet. Type the website you are buying from and look 
for reviews of what others customers are saying about the 
company. Bad customer service feedback usually finds their way 
online quite quickly. 

• Check for spelling mistakes or poor grammar on websites as this 
may suggest the website has been put together by a fraudster. 

• Sign up to Action Fraud Alert at https:// 
www.actionfraudalert.co.uk/ to keep you updated with what's 
going on.

ACTION FRAUD: ONLINE LOANS ALERT 
Fraudsters are targeting individuals who have recently expressed an 
interest in an online loan. Unsolicited calls are made by what appears 
to be a genuine company. They state that the recently applied for loan 
has been agreed, but an "advance fee" is required before the money 
can be transferred. In many cases, multiple upfront "fees" to address 
issues with the loan are asked for. 

Once these "fees" have been paid, either directly to the fraudsters' 
bank accounts or through a money service bureau, they are 
unrecoverable. 

Protect yourself: 

• Authentic credit companies do not charge fees in advance. 

• Be wary of anyone calling who says they represent a credit 
company. 

• Report any instances of a credit company attempting to request 
fees in advance of a loan to the Financial Conduct Authority (FCA).
